‘ One of the Mest Daring Cases ef Rebbery 


for Many Years—Asshoff Had $1,300 in 
His Pocket, But the Thieves Missed the 
$1,000 Package—A Man Named Ward, 
Alias Ely, Arrested forthe Crime—He De- 
nies His Guilt But Oontradicts Himself 
A Queer Story. 


A trio of high waymen committed one of the 
most aucacious robberies that bas ever been 
attempted in St. Louis about II o’qloock this 
morning, in the doorway of George Diel & 
Bro. s hat store, at 625 Olive street. 
The tberoughfare was crowded with 
people at the time, and it was 
the last place that one would 
expect to find thieves at work, yet the 
robbery was so neatly done that no one 
knew of it until the perpetrators had made 
their escape, and were safely hidden in the 
crowd. One man was arrested, and there is 
doubt whether he was connected with the 
affair at all. The victim of the theft was Henry 
Asshboff, aclerk in the office of Rosenheim, 
Levis & Co., wholesale milliners at Ninth 
street and Washington avenue. He went to 
the Bank of Oommerce shortly before U 
o’clock and drew for the house $1,800, one 
package containing bills to the amount of 
$1,000 and the other two $150 each. Asshoff 
put the money in the inside pocket 
of his overcoat and walked up Olive street 
on his way to the office. He is 
u personal friend of George Diel and he 
started into his storetospeakto him. Just 
as he opened the door two men crowded in 
and attempted, apparently, to force their wa 
throngh the door before he coald get in. 
third stranger was just behind the 
others. Asshoff was surprised and 
struggled to get out of the 
jam. Diel, who wasinthe rear of the store, 
started tothe front to see what the trouble 
was, and as he moved to the door 
the man on Asshoft's left ana 
the one behind him turned and started-

the strange conduct of the two men. hen 
he re-entered the store the stranger, who had 
entered, asked to be shown some goods, and 
just then Asshoff reacbed in his pocket to be 
sure the money was still there and 
found that two of the three packages 
were gone. He told Diel that 
he had been robbed and at once they saw the 
acheme. They knew then that the thieves 
must have seen Asshoff draw the money from 
the bank and followed him, looking for a good 
chance to take itfrom him. Seeing him enter 
Diel’s store, 22 evident! thought that 
he was employed there and if they did not 
get the money before he got inside the store 
they wouid have no chance to get it at all. 80 
they worked the old dodge of crowding him, 
and while he was pe a what they meant 
one of them reached into hie pocket and nip- 
ped two of the packages. Fortunately they 
wot the two small ones and ieft him 
the package that continued the $1,000. But 
Asshotf was $00 short. He and Diel rashed 
into the candy store, next door, which the 
two runaways had entered, and there they 
fonndad two men. Asshotl was sure he ree- 
ognized one of them as the man who 
had been on his left and Diel was equally sure 
that the other was the one who had stood in 
the rear. Both were charged with complicity 
in the robbery, and naturally both denied that 
they had anything to do with it or 
that they even knew each other. Assboff, 
however, held oneof the men, and Diel sent 
his office boy for a policeman. Officer Bat 
tersby was found at Sixth and Olive 
a irevts, and be to the 
sumwons of the ».,& took 
the man whom Asshoff was holding, but 
did notarrestthe other man. The prisoner 
gave his name as Ward, and said that he had 
come to St. Louis from Cincinnati only this 
morning and was stopping at the Lindel! 
Hotel. hen be was searched at the Four 
Courts a check for his grip, which ie in the 
echeck-room of the Lindeil was found in his 
pocket. The third man who had entered the 
store when Asshoff did made his éscape while 
Diel and Asshoff were after the other two and 
when Officer Battersby declined to take in the

SMASHED THE ORDINANCE 


CONSENT OF PROPERTY OWNERS TO ESTAB- 
LISH- LIVERY STABLES NOT REQUBIED. 


Judge Noonan Renders a Decision That 
Causes a Sengation—The Livery Business 
Is Legitimate, Me Says, and All Stables 
Are Not Nuisances—Improper Delegation 
of Authority—Effect of the Ruling. 


‘Judge Noonan knocked out another city or- 
dinance to-day. It was in the city appeal 
case of Martin W. Doyle, who was fined in 
the Police Court for erecting a livery stable 
at Eleventh and Pine streets without a 
permit. He secured a permit in another 
man’s name to erect a carriage 
repository, and instead of putting 
up one built a livery stable. There is a local 
ordinance requiring a man to secure the com- 
sent of the owners ot the majority of the prop- 
erty in the block before he can. erect a livery 
stable and Doyle had not done this. Judge 
Noonan held that this was an unlawful dele- 
gation of power by the Municipal 
Assembly and discharged the defend- 
ant. This ruling is similar to 


the one made by himin the meatshop or- 
dinance in which the State @nunreme urt 
sustained him. This case will be appealed to 
the State Supreme Court. Judge Noosan takes 
the stand that the livery stable 1 is a 
legitimate one, and that whilé a stabie 
~~ A become a nuisance by the manner in 
which it is kept, in those cases it shouidgbe 
prosecu as a nuisance. The nuisance 
Question does not figure in this case, it being 
merely a question of whether Doyle had the 
right to erect a livery stable on the permit he 
secured, 
WHAT REAL ESTATE AGENTS SAY. 

The decision caused much discussion among 
real estate agents and property owners. 
Marcus A. Wolff, one of the oldest 
real estate agents in the city, was 
interviewed. From bis way J years ex- 
perience in handling property in eve geo- 
tion of the city he is enabled to speak 
Inaly of ‘‘nuisances,’’ and doubtless ex- 
presses the sentiments of the entire real 

fraternity in what he 

on the subject. Mr. Wolf : 
‘*‘Judge Noonan’s decision is a mistake, and 
if sustained will work an injury to all property 
owners interested in property adjacent to liv- 
ery stables. Whole localities are affected by 
such things. I consider a livery stable as 
much of a nuisance asa sainon. Saloon- 
keepers are compelled to get the consent of 
® majority of the property owners 
of * block, and 1 am sure 
that it is right to require livery stable men to 
do the same. A livery stable unquestionably 
isanvisance. It may mot ve a naisance at 
the very commencement but it certainly be- 
comes so soon after. Would anybody deny 
that a dry goods store was less objectionable 
thana livery stable? Where one would ad- 
vance the value of a location the 
other would depreciate its worth one-half. 
Take it for instance out in the fine residence 
section, who would want to live opposite to 
or in the rear of alivery stabie with it’s 
stench and swarms of flies? No, I must say 
that it willbea great injury to property if 
men may be silowed to «stablisha livery 
stable with no more restrictions than they do 
when opening a dry goods store. 

Other agents talked in the same strain, and 
were much inclined to think that the decision 
would be disastrous in its results, so far as 
fine residence neighborhoods were concerned. 
For some years people in these residence 
neighborhoods were troubled by men who be- 
gunthe erection of livery stables,and who 
compelled owners to buy them out at big fic- 
ures. It is feared that this decision will give 
fresh life to the practice, and cause great an- 
noyance in this way. 

THE CITY COUNSELLOR’S OPINION. 

When “eo Counsellor Bell was asked this 
afternoon what the effect of Judge Noonan’s 
decision would be he said: An 
appeal to the Supreme Court. reply 
to further questions he aid: Tuts is simply 
one of the numerous police regulations. The 
point has never been brought before the 
courtin this particular light, but I have no 
doubt that the ordinance will be declared 
valid when taken 2 If it should not 
be the effect would be that allsimilar avyoca- 
tions would be freed of the limitations now 
vl ced upon them. Mr. Bell said he would 
not discuss reasons and details until he 
learned the exact decision, as he might other- 
wise do an Injustive.

The Infernal Machine That Was Only an 
Iukstand. 


Boston Letter to the Worcester Spy. 

Those who keep a rosary of days need no re- 
minder that Monday, December 17, is the sist 
birthday of John G. Whittier. A year ago to- 
day Ispentathost delightful afternoon with 
him id his home at Oak Knoll, a fine old estate 


in Danvers. I was glad to find that time had 
dealt so kindly with him,fora growing deafness 
is the only infirmity of his fourscore years. His 
eye is as keen, his figure as erect, his nervous 
vitality as charged with force as when I saw 
him first in my school days. For years he was 
far ahead of hie times, as is seen by recalling 
his cham plonship of the abolition of slavery, 
Indian education and female suffrage. He still 
keeps abreast of his age, and in his conversa- 
tion expressed a lively interest in politics and 
all the current issues. He ig an illustration of 
Emerson's saying, Let a man plant him- 
selfon his tnstincts and, in time, the whole 
world comés round to him. Ueredity and 
environment, the tent factors in any 
life, bred in hittier the staf of 
which martyrs are made, and his 
voice and pen have alwa beer quick 
to defend the oppressed, without regard to 
personal consequences. Not long after the 
close of the war ofthe rebellion, a small, but 
heavy box came by express from Lookout 
Mountain to the poet’s home, then in Ames- 
bury. When the cover was removed a pecu- 
liar array of iron points was visible. His 
niece, who was a dearly beloved adopted 
daughter, cried out in terror: Oh, Uncle 
Greenleaf, don’t touch it! It’s some dread- 
ful explosive at those Southerners 
have sent to Ri ou! Don’t touch 
it!’’ To paelfy her it was buried deep 
in the garden. The next day's mail brought a 
letter from a Fa seving he had sent an 
inkstand qüatintiy modeled from Sauthern 
balis and Northern buliets picked up from the 
tamous Tennessee battieficid. From its ig- 
nominious burial it was resurrected to a post 
of honor on the poet’s antique desk, and still 
graces the Garden room. I once heard him 
say that he could not understand the popu- 
lari ok Maud Mer, which he wrote 
hurriedly under pressure of an engagement 
with the Atlantic Monthly. But we all know 
its secret—‘‘the one touch of nature 
that makes the whole world kin’’—for there 
comes into every life “a might have deen. 
Mr. Whittier reads §without spectacles many 
hours every day, and is especially interested 
in theology and modern psycbical research, 
which argues much for the acuteness of his 
taind. IShall never forget the gray Decem- 
ber afternoon when, in a happy, reminiscent 
mood, he tc. Id stories of his boyhood or with 
tears in his voice talked of his illustrious 
contemporaries whom he had outlived.

WHERE IS THE SAMANA? 


A GENERAL BELIEF THAT THE STEAMER 
WAS LOST IN A RECENT GALE. 


Much Excitement on the New York Mari- 
time Exchang e—Tthe Attempt to Prevent 
the Vessel’s Departure—A Family’s Nar- 
row E-cape—Burned to Death—Passen- 
ger Train Derailed—Accidentally Killed. 


New YORK, December 28.—Speculation was 
rife on the floorofthe Maritime Exchange 
this morning over the possivle fate of the 
steamship Samana which left here for Haytien 
and San Domingo ports on November 22, Jast. 
Nothing has been heard of the vessel 
since the day she left New York. 
It will be recalled that the Samana’s 


departure was signalled by a heated contro- 
versy between the, at that time Haytien Con- 
sul, E. D. Bassett, and the Custom- house om 
clals. Mr. Bassett claimed that the vessel 
carried arms and ammunition for the lusur - 
gents and made strenous efforts to have the 
vessel delayed until! her cargo could 
be inspected. Collector Magone, how- 
ever, refused to interfere and the Samana 
cleared for her destination. On November 25 
the eastern coast of the United States, the 
direvt route of the Samana, was visited by one 
of the most severe storms ever experienced by 
seafaring men. More than one vessel went 
down before these gales, and it is now nearly 
forty days since the Samana has been re- 
ported at any of her destined Pe „ nor has 
any incoming steamer reported having passed 


her. 
ONLY ONE HOPE. 

F. C. Elliott, her agent in this city, aaid to- 
day he had but one hope of ever again hearing 
of the Samana. The Dutch steamer Prinz 
Mauritz, which is noury expected here from 
Haytien ports, Mr. ElWott said, might pos- 
sibly bring some intelligence of his vessel.

SOURI LEGISLATURE 


Synopsis of the Temperance Laws Already 
Enacted and Some of the Incidents of 
Their Passage—Comparative Statement 
of Revenues Derived From Saloons in Va- 
rious States— Problem of the Next Session. 


Missouri law- makers bave made hasteslowly 
in temperance legisiation. They haye been 
conservative rather than hasty. The temper- 
ance agitation has been very vigorously 
pressed in the State for ten years, however, 
and has been represented by a strong delega- 
tion in every Legislature since 1879; yet no rad- 
ical measure has been put on the statute 
books. Several of the most prominent prohi- 
bition agitators in the country are residents of 
the State, and have traveled allover it since 
180. Dr. Brooks, the late Prohibition candi- 
date for Vice-President, has been in the field 
in Missouri for prohibition for ten years—was 
the temperance candidate for Governor in 
1884, polling 10,000 votes, Mrs. Clara Hof- 
man, who ranks next to Mise Francis Willard 
as a national leader, has visited every county 


and nearly every town in the State in the

SHERIDAN PLAYED ’POSSUM. 

DuBLIN, December 28.—The Freeman’s Jour- 
gal, referring tothe Parnell Commission in- 
quiry says: The Times prolonged the amount 
of evidence regarding outrages in the hope of

THE ITALIAN TUNIS STORY DENIED. 

Paris, December 28.—A sem!-official French 
note is published denying the story printed 
by the newspapers of Rome to the effect that 
the Bey of Tunis had issued a decree or- 
Gering all foreign employes of the 
Tunis Government to become natural- 
ized Frenchmen if they desired to re- 
tain their offices. The note declares 


that the story is the invention of an Italian,

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DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


A. J. F. GARESOHE’S SUIT AGAINST THE 
LADIES OF THE SACRED HEART. 


An Attempt to Have the Property Placed 
im the Hands of a Receiver, on the 
Ground That the Orphans Have Been 
Ignored —John Maullanphy’s Bequest— 
Legal News and Notes. 


Just before the closing of the Circuit Clerk’ 
office yesterday afternoon, A. J. P. Garesche, 
whois a member of the Oatholic Orphans 
Board, fled a suit against The Ladies ot the 
Sacred Heart, which will prove of some in- 
terest to the order, involving, as it does, their 
title tothe property at Broodway and Con- 
vent street. The action is based on the 
ground that the charter of the order has ex- 


pired; that the lease conveyed by John Mul- 
Jamphy to the order in 1827 was in trust for 


the establishment of a female orphan asylum, 


and thatthe seminary to which the premises 


have been mainly devoted is in no sense an 
eleemosynary institution, but is for the eda- 
cation of young ladies in the highest walks of 
society, only about twenty orphans being 


maintained. The complaint signified his 


asking the court to 
have a receiver appointed to take 
charge of the property belonging 
to the orphans under the terms of John Mul- 
lanphy’a bequest, the suit being brought on 
Mr. Garesche’s personal responsibility. The 
Ladies of the Sacred Heart do not cone ider 
that they have violated the conditions of the 
gift by caring for only twenty orphans, or 
misapplied the property by devoting it largely 
to a seminary. They believe that they have 


carried out the rovisions of the lease 
in the letter and spirit of John — © 
intentions, and have even asked authority of 
the Oiroult Court to sell the leased land, that 
the convent and orphanage might be removed 
to a more suitable location. This request ap- 
peared in the form of a petition filed abouta 
— a and is now pending before Arba 
. ane as referee for . action 
early in January. Mr. Peter Taaffe, 
attorney forthe ladies of the Sacred Heart, 
does not attach much importance to the suit, 
and says that the court cannot do more than 
issue an order directing that new papers of in- 
corporation be taken out. The whole matter 
before the Oatholic Or- 
some months ago, but 
suggestion of the arch- 
was dropped. Mr. Garesche in 
the interest of his proteges, the orphans, has 
therefore decided ta take upon himself such 
odium as may attachto the proceedings. At 
the meeting of the board in VYanuary he will

THE ELEVATED ELECTRIC. 


INSPECTION OF THE PROPOSED ROUTE BY 
THE COUNCIL 


The Terms of the Bill Granting a Franchise 
to Run a Road Around the City—The 
Pigeon-Holed Conduit Bill — Messrs. 
O'Malley and Rohan Object—Using the 
Tracks of Rival Companies. 


To-day the members cf the City Council, at 
the invitation of Messrs. D. H. Bates, 8. J. 
Fisher, Charles Suter, Maurice Prendeville, 
Daniel 8. Bentley, John B. O'Meara, George 
F. Branham and Ben von Phul, the incorpo- 
rators of the Electric Elevated Rallway & 
Power Co., inspected the proposed route. 
Carriages were taken at the City Hall at 11 
o’clock. The bill now before the Raliroad 
Committee of the Council describes the pro- 
posed road and rates as follows: 

The Electric Elevated Passenger Railwa 
shall consist of a double track line, whic 
shall begin at the west side of Grand avenue 
in Arsenal street, and run east on Arsenal 
street to Seventh street, thence north on 
Seventh street to the intersection of Seventh 
street and Broadway, thence north on Broad- 
way to Palm street thence west 
on FWalm_ street to Prairie avenue, 
thence south on Prairie avenue to 
Mafiitt avenue, thence west on Mamtt avenue 
and Maffit avenue extended to Union avenue, 
thence south on Union avenue tothe south 
side of the Wabash, St. Louis & Western Rall- 
road, thence along the south side of tne right 
of way of sald Wabash, 8t. Louis & Western 


avenue over and across city blocks in a south- 
easterly direction tothe intersection of Boyle 
avenue and Manchester road, thence east- 
wardly on Hunt avenue to Vandeventer av- 
enue, thenee south on Vandeventer avenue, 
over and across city blocks southwardly to 
Magnolia avenue, thence south under Tower 
Grove Park to Arsenal street, thence east on 
Arsenal street to place of be inning. 

The rate of fare authorized and allowed to 
be charged and collected upon carsto be run 
over the said railway shall not exceed the 
rates herein provided, to-wit: For each pas- 
senger carried between the hours of 5:30 
o’clock a. m. and 8o’clock a. m., 5 o’clock 
p. m. and 7o’clock p. m., the fare shail be 
5 cents; between the hours of 8o’clock a. m. 
and 5o0’clock p. m., and 7 o’clock p. m. to 
5:80 o’clock a. m., the fare shall be 10 cents, 
which fares shall be for one continuous trip, 
or any part thereof, either way; provided, 
however, thatsaid company shall keep on 
band, and for sale, tickets for children under 
12 years of age, at one-half the foregoing 
rates, for same privileges as adults. 

In consideration of the rights and franchises 
granted under the provisions of this or- 
dinance, which shall remain in full force for 
the term of fifty years, the Electric Elevated 
Railway & Power Co. of St. Lovis es that 
it will fle with the Comptroller, on the ist

THE SAMOAN DIFFICULTY. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE QUESTION TO THE m- 
HABITANTS OF THE PAGLFIC COAST. 


How the United States Could Have owned 
the Islands—Offera, From Samoa and the 
Hawallan Governments—Helplesness of 
the American Fleet—A Dog-in-the-Man- 


HE ‘ora er sending 
three war steamers 
to Samoa, said Hl 
ram Allardyce of Sah 
Francisco, a gentie- 
man largely inter- 
ested in the sugar 
trade, Who is at the 
Ptantere’, ‘‘certain- 
ty shows that the 
United States has at 
last awakened to the 
importance of its in- 
trests on the Pacific 
Ocean, but i a 
manifestation of 
courage rather than 
of reason. I am 
faisly well acqdaint- 
ed with the South Sea Islands, having tor years 
been interested in the sugar plantations 
in the Hawaiian Islands, and Uke 
all others who have surveyed the 
field was convinced of the importance of the 
United States obtaining a foothold In the 
Pacific. England has a large number of sta- 
tions practically ander her control; France 
has the Society Islands, and now Germany 
bas obtained a foothold which is 
likely to prove permanent in Sa- 
moa. But the United States, the power 
nearest at hand, and the one most interested 
in controlling both the trade and the several 
stations in these seas, does not own the 
breadth of a blanket anywhere in the Pacific. 
A REJECTED OFFER. 

‘For this we have ourselves to 
thank, as the natives of more than 
one important group have in times 
past offered, and even begged to de allowed 
to be allowed to place the United States in 
possession of their territories. Years ago, in 
1871, I believe it was, the Samoans offered to 
give up their islands to us, if we would only 
accept them, and assure a stable and just gov- 
ernment. They asked nothing at all beyond 


this, and would: have gratefully accepted our 
protection. This, Congress in its wisdom 
declined to give, and the natives were left the 
prey of civilfeud. The history of the Sand- 
wich Islands is much the same. The 
Government of the islands is practi- 
cally under the control of Americans, 
nine-tenths of the capital invested is owned 
in this country, and the people have long been 
anxious to be annexed. The entire group was 
offered to the United States for $21,000,000, but 
the proposition was rejected in a manner 
that showed that we were unwilling to 
take the islands as a ift. We did not want 
them, and would not have them, but as soon 
as some other country shows an inclination to 
either take or accept what we considered 
worthiess, a tremendous row is raised, and 
not a littie warlike talk indulged in. 
IMPORTANCE OF A PACIFIC STATION. 

»To us of the Pacific Coast, Mr. Allardyce 
went on to say, the question of who is to 

ossesa the South Sea Islands is one of prime 

mportance. In case of any trouble arising we 
would be the first to suffer, as our coast 
is within a few — sail of both the 
Samoan and Haw Islands., while 
we are separated by thousands 
of miles of the stormiest- ocean 
from the nearest naval station on the Atlantic 
Coast. Two or three strong steamers sta- 
tioned at Samoa could run over to California, 
bombard the towns, send boat parties ashore 
and do pretty much as they pleased fora 
— 3 any aid could come 
to everything not in 
the Pacific orts would have 
to come round the Horn. They would be safe 
at home long before any aid could arrive, and 
even when it came the United States could not 
undertake any distant expedition, as we have 
not a piace outside of ourown bo where 
we could get coal for our steamers. 

AN UNDIGNIFIED POSITION, 

Imagine what the consequences would be 
if the officer in command of our fleet sent to 
the Samoan Islands were to resent the pro- 
verbial Prussian Insolence which he is rea- 
sonably certain to encuunter. Either of two 
courses will be open to bim, to 
submit to such treatment as may be 
accorded him, contenting himself with a 

rotest, or forcible resistance. If he should 

mad ‘enough to try the latter, s single third- 
clase German corvette could blow his entire 
fleet out of the water, even were it three 
times as numerous as it is. Amer- 
loans are neither used nor  ineolined 
to submit tamely to insult, but 
Ido not see how any reasonable man can 
doubt that in this case it would be wis- 
est. Against the poorest of modern war- 
ships our sea- soiling fleet is utterly 
helpless, and our Western ports are in 
no better condition. Should any trouble 
leading to hostilities arise, a German 
frigate could steam into San Francisco com- 
— regardless of the flre of the old-fash- 

ned smoothbores that mount the r

AMERICAN RAILROADS. 


THE AMOUNT OF RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION 
DURING THE PRESENT YEAR. 


The Total Number of Miles of New Track 
6,430, Laid on 286 Different Lines, Bult 
by 190 Different Companies—The Show- 
ing Made by the Variow, §tates—Eail- 
road News. 


New YORK, December 28.—The Zgineering 
News this week says: Sine January 1, 1888, 
the total amount ofrailway construction in 
the United States has been 6,480 miles. This 
new track nas been laid on 286 different lines 
which were built by 190 different companies. 
The new railway construction for the year 
in New England States amounted to 
167 miles, divided among nine 
companies. In New York, New Jer- 
sey, Maryland and Pennsylvania 176 miles 
were constructed by twenty-three companies. 
In Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois and Wis- 
consin 838 miles were built by thirty-one com- 
panies. In Virginia, West Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgis and, Florida, 
1,107 miles were constructed by forty-two 
companies. In Alabema, Mississippi, Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky and Louisiana, #6 miles 
were built by thirty-one companies. 
In. Missouri, Arkansas, Texas, Kansas, 
Colorado, New Mexico and Indian Territory, 
1,504 miles were built by twenty-nine song 3 
fies. In Minnesota, Nebraska, Dakota 

oming and Montana 750 miles were pale di 
vided among twelve companies. aie 
ton Territory, Idaho, Oregon, California and 
Utah 937 miles were built by twenty-five com- 
anies. In Canada fourteen companies have 
ullt sixteen new lines whose total extent is 
855 miles. In Mexico the two pincipal Ameri- 
can systems, the Central and the National, 
haye been active in construction and hay ve 
laid track on 495 miles of extensions. 

The 6,480 miles completed in the past year 
in the United States, While itis only half that 
recorded for 1887 and but two-thirds of the 
mileage built in 1886, is still a large showing for 
a year in which confidence in way invest- 
ments has received such serious shocks. Kansas 
still stands at the head of the list of States 
with 523 miles and is followed by California 
with 465, Georgia, with 819; 1 * 1 with 
851; Washington Territory, w 509, and Ala- 
bama, with 304. Taken asa whale, the South 
has shown more activity compared with the 
North than ever before.
